E faid fomething in our laft, Ma- 
{ter, of the Reafons we had te be- 
Jieve the Faction had a Plot on the Anvil againtt 
the Government ; I fhould be glad to have fome 
farther Difcourfe with you on that Subject ; for I 
am of Opinion, that they not ouly have a Plot on 
foot, but that ‘tis deeper laid, and farther advancd, 
than moft People are aware of. 

Obf. 1am of the fame Opinion, Roger, becaufe 
the Faction purfue the very iame Meafures that they 
follow’d when they had the Aflaffination and In- 
vafion on foot in King William's Ragn, but with 
more Impudence. I remember, that in 1692 there 
was a Paper publifh’d, entitl’d, Ax impartial En- 
guiry into the Caufes of the prefent Fears and Dangers 
of the Government ; which gives usan Account, that 
the French King was then preparing a Bie@tyat 7 hon- 
lon, where we could not well have fateHigence, 
and had provided an Army of 20000 Men on the 
Coafts of Aormandy, to embark under King James 
to invade England ; of. which we had no Notice, 
"ull they were jult ready to be fhpp’d. The Facti- 
on at that Time were fo full of Aflurance, that 
they boafted of the great Numbers of the Nobility, 
Gentry, and Clergy that were ready to join them, 
as Dr. Sacheverell and the Faétion boa{t now of the 
Lives and Fortunes that are ready to fupport their 
Caufe; and at the fame Time, the Leaders of the 
Faction, who had oppos’d the Abdication and King 
William’s Title, endcavour’d to infinuate themlelves 
into his Favour, as the only Supporters of the Pre- 
rogative, gave him falfe Notions of the Revolut- 
on-men, who had ventur’d their Lives and For- 
tunes for the Recovery of our Conftitution, and to 
fet his Majelty on the Throne, reprefented them as 
Enemics to the Monarchy and the Church, got the 
Lieutenancy and Commiffions of Peace put into the 
Hands of Men of their own Kidney through the 
Kingdom, and particularly in Loudon, where thcy 
got the Licutenancy putinto the Hands of fuch as 
had formerly comply d with king Fames, murder’d 
the Lord Raffel, Col. Sidney, Ge. by pack’d Jurics, 
betray’d the Bulinefs of Jreland ; and in a Word, 
advis ‘d the King to the fame Meafures of Govern- 
ment that he cameto reform, that he might thereby 
difoblige his beft Friends, and unhinge the Con- 
ftitution that ke had fo glorioufly reftor'd. Their 
factious Clergy, of whom Dr. Sherlock was then the 
Leader, endcavour'd to cheat their own Con cicn- 
ces, and to delude the People, by taking the Oaths 
to the King as Sovereign de facto, while at the fame 
Time they undermiuid the Conftiiution, and oc- 
cafiond dangcrous Ditputes about his Majefty’s 
Title.

(trates of our chief City, but even to her Majefty’s 
Face, which fhews an unaccountable Boldnefs 
that they fhould dare to preach fuch Doctrine in 
lier Royal Prefence, as naturally tends to fubvert 
our Conttitution, and to make her Majelty a Re- 
bel and Ufurper. God knows how far they might 
have carry’d Things, had notour noble Patriots the 
Commons given a feafonable Check to them, by 
impeaching Dr. Sacnevercll for thofe Doctrines, 
which have fo direct a Tendency to embroil us, and 
to <raile Seditions among the People, by falfe Sug- 
geftions of the Church’s Dancer, in Contempt of 
the Refolves of both Houfes, and of her Majelty’s 
Proclamation, 

Couutry-m. No Body can doubt of the mifchic- 
vius Tendencies of fuch Practices, Matter, when 
we find the fame Notions advanc’d from the Pul- 
pitand Prefs, of 2 hereditary paternal Menarchy by 
divine Right, govern’d by one fupreme, independent, 
and indepofecble Head, that the Author of the ev 
orbitant Grants of King William the Il/d, laid down 
in that Pamphlet, whichh dedicated to her Majelty 
and the then Houte of Commons,wherein he boldly 
propofes a Scheme for bringing in the Pretender. 
am inform'd, Matter, that he was an Jri/h Papift 





confin’d to the Queen’s-Bench for Debt, but was fa 
far from being punifh’d as a Traytor, that he was 
enabl'd by the Faction to get out of Prifon with 
Moncey in his Pocket. Therefore I think it bigh 
Time, Matter, for the Government and Legiflature 
to look about them, when the Doctrine of pro- 
fefs'd Jacobites and condemn’d Traytors is preach’d 
for Goipel from the Pulpit before her Majelty and 
our chiet fubordinate Magittrates. 

Obf. You fay very well, Roger : But to make the 
Parellel betwixt the Practices of the Faction at pre- 
fent, and thote they puriu’d during the Aflaffina- 
tion and former Invations a little clearer: As they 
endeavour'd to poflefs his Mayefty then with an ill 
Opinion of the Revolution-men, and ther Prin- 
ciples, don’t they do the fame now in their Ser- 
mons and daily Pamphlets, in Contempt of the 
Laws eftabliuhing the Declaration of Rights; for 
invading ct which, King Fams was dethron’d, 
and in Contempt of the Acts eftablithing the Pro- 
teltant Succeflion contrary to thar tlavifh Doctrine 
of an hereditary paternal Monarchy, govern’d by 
one fupream, independent, and indepofeab'e Head ? 
But to make the Parellel yet more plain, Roger, did 
they not attempt, while the late hellifh Invafion by 
the I retender was on foot, as our noble Houte of 
Lords called it in their Addrefs to her Majelty of 
the 12th of AZarch 1708, * to miircprefent the Ac- 
‘tions of her beit Subjects, and to create Jealouties 
‘in her Majefty of thoie who had always fav'd 
“her moft eminently and faithfully ; upon which, 
‘ their Lordthips betought her Majeity not to give 
‘ 4o julta Caute of Uneatineis to hier People, as to

‘ Warmth and Concern for the Support of thy Re- 
‘ volution, the Security of her Perfon, and of the 
‘ Protetiant Succefhion. 

Oly, Their daritig Infolence 1s fo much the more 
obtervable, Roger, confidering that the Houfe ot 
Commons did, in their Addrefs at the fame time, 
avout the late Invafion by the Pretender; fay * they 
‘had juit Caufe to believe, that their cheif Depen- 
‘dance was upon fome of her Majefty’s Subjects, 
‘ whofe reftlefs Paffions and arbitrary Principles 
‘ have, for fome Years, engaged them 1n forming 
© Defigns and undermine to deftroy the moft hap- 
‘ py Eftablifhment, that the’ Government of this 
© If{land was ever founded upon. Yet we fee they 
have been more reftlefs in their Paffions, and are be- 
come more audacious than ever, to publith their 
arbitrary Principles by their Sacheverells, and others. 
But to goon a little further with the Parallel be- 
twixt the prefent Faction and the late Flotters. 
We have heard, that in King William’s Time they 
betray’d the Bufinefs in /reland; have they not done 
the fame now? Did they not endeavour to raifea 
new Perfecution there againft the Diffenters la(t 
Year? And have they not fraudulently got the Sa- 
cramental-Teft impos'd upon them, which was ne- 
ver done in the late arbitrary Reigns? Can we 
think this was done with any other Defign than to 
render the People of the North uncapable of contri- 
buting to the Deliverance of that Kingdom a fe- 
cond time, from a Popifh Rebellion, fupported by 
a French \nvafion, as they did in the Reign of the 
Jate King William? Have we-not had High-Church 
Addrefles by the Bithop of Rapho, and others, from 
that Country, by whichthey would have created a 
Jealoufy in her Majefty of the diflenting Prote- 
{tants in that Kingdom, who have been twice the 
peace Inftruments of faving the Proteftant and 
Englijh Intereft in that Country ? Have we not had 
loud-Complaints by the Faction againft his Excel- 
lency the Earl of Wéarton’s Adminiftration, in or- 
der to render him odious, becaufe his Lordfhip has 
always been true to the intereft of his Country a- 
guintt Popery and arbitrary Power,and 1s of moderate 
Principles as to our religious Differences? Nor is it 
again{t his Excellency alone, but againft all thofe 
who have ferv’'d her Majelty sof faithfully and emi- 
nently, as the Lords exprefsd it in their Addrefs, 
that they have levell'd their Mifreprefentations and 
fuggefted Jealoufies, on Purpofe to occafion Un- 
eafinefs among the Subjects) The Duke of Adarl- 
borough's glorious Victories over their great Patron 
the French King, and his leaving King Fames, and 
joining the Prince of Orange at the Revolution, 
make him the Object of their Hatred. Nor are we 
to wonder at this, fince ker Majefties known Zeal 
for the Church of England, and her Munificence to 
the Clergy beyond any of her Predeceflors, can’t 
fecure her from being infulted to her Face as a 
Rebel and Ufurper, for having join’d thofe who 
took Arms againit her Father's Beigns to bring in 
Popery and Slavery ; and this is the very Reafon 
why her Majefty is libell’d, as putting fuch Mén 


"into great Pofts in Church and State, as defign to 


undermine both.
